SAM GREER IN TROUBLE. 



.Taileil at Vancouver-onj a Charge of 
ShooUnff Wiifli^Intent 
to Kill. 

SheriiT Armstrong: Peppered With 
Shot While Attempting: to 
Serve, a Writ 

(Special to tho Colonibt.) 

Vancodveu, Sept. 20. — Another eccno in 
the Siriith and Angus vs. Greer case, which 
hii.s been in the courts and legislature since 
1S84, occurred to-day. Last March an 
cjectmcnti writ was issued )in the cose, giving 
poaseBslon of tho property/'to ' the plaintifla 
as trustees of the Vancouver townsite for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. It was 
hoped by defeudant that a now trial wou'd 
bo given him. However, tho riglit of ap- 
peal was dismifseil. The execution of the 
writ has been withheld over since in the hope 
that Mr. Greer would quietly surrender 
poaaesaion of the property without furthor 
trouble. Attempts of a similar nature had 
been made previously, but without success. 
Greer hold the fort and bade deliunooto all 
and sundry to rcinnvc either himself or 
the members of hia family from ofF the 
property. At last it beciiine necessary to 
take decisive action, and, as he had 
failed to vacate, it was ileuined advisable to 
oninpcl him to do so, ami that at once. The 
sheriff was inatruoted to -pnforco the majes- 
ty of tho law without anj further delay, 
and, this morninRi Deputy: ;8heriflf.~Ann- 
strong, of New .VYektmiDsteri'.-- ae- 
coinpanicd by Provincial PoHce 'Of- 
ficers G. L. Ca'.beck, of Moodyville, and 
Sheriir Oflioer Patteraon and OtKcer .Slieir- 
ley, of this city, and anolher, proceeded to 
the house on a C. P. P. engine, accompanied 
by a gang of men in a box car, sent to the 
scene by a railway company. 

Armed witli proper outhority; the officers 
of the law and thoie accompanying them, 
proceeded to the disputed territory. When 
near the residence of Greer ho was observed 
walking on the track. Resigning the in- 
tention of the ofiicers, and" those acconipiny- 
iiig thtin, Greer run towiirds hia hou-:e 
shouting lo his wife, who was sitting 
in the door, to shut and bar it at oncB, 
whicli hhe did. Greer was in advance of the 
po!<o and he also succeeded in reaching hie 
residence and CLteringit beforethey reached 
the scene of nctinn. Oflicer Armstrong 
went around to tho back door and after 
trying to open it called out, " Open thia 
door, Greer." (Jrocr responded by sayiui;, 
" Go uwny from there, or I will make it hot 
for you," or words to that effect. 

Tho sheriff announced that be had a 
writ to servo upon him (Greer) 
and wanted the door opened. Without 
another word being <;vclianged some person, 
presumably Greer, tired a shot through the 
door. Some half dnxen of the pellets struck 
and entered Amiitronu's leftcheek, one also 
Roing through hia clothes and burying itself 
iu his chest over Oils Wis clothes 

were also bailly torn and buttons loosened, 
some having dissppeared altogelbar. When 
picked np by liisifellow oihcora, Armstrong 
presented a pitiful siijht, but said he was 
not seriously wounded. He was care<l 
for as beat iShey could -under the 
circumstancee. He was brought Co 
the city, and Dr.. Wilsnn attended to hia 
injuries. Nothing further was then done in 
tho direction -of gaining admission. -I'lic 
party returued to tho city, where a war- 
rant was sworn tint for (!reei''-B arrest on the 
charge of shooting with intent to CoOimit 
murder. 

Otiiecr Patterson, Npuiiking^ a reposter, 
Slid ttitit, looking through a window., ho 
uonld see (^reer, stauiting ut,'fbe door with 
a ^un in luBihniid, but never tfaougtib he 
would bo so fonllRh as to shoot.- After tho 
.shot hiui been ftred, had' not Mrs. ^reer 
Hiid one of the children been standmt; in 
the way. < ircer would have received u bul-. 
let in hia body. .. , . . .-^

LcsDON, Sept. 2G. — Tho message of the 
Chinese Government, showing that English 
subjects are largely cngiiged in exciting re- 
bellion and advocating the use of dyna- 
niite OS a means of destroying the estab- 
lished order of things in China, has fallen 
like a bombshell on the British Foreign Of- 
fice. For months past, the British Govern- 
ment has been posing as the champion of 
civilization against the unrcgcncrated Chi- 
nese, and British vessels of war have been 
ready to lead the other powers in the bom- 
bardment of Chinese cities, as a penalty for 
not preserving order, and now it turns out 
that the men who are making a profitable 
business of the disorder, are British 
subjects, who have been importing 
rifles and explosives for the use of such 
nations ivs nrigbt be induced to join in their 
deaigns. The Britiah authorities in China 
have been promptly ordered to make their 
investigation, us t ) the guilt of the I'ccuaed, 
as thorough and learchiug as possible, und, 
meantime, the other powers are in a (luan- 
dary relative to their future action. The 
treaty binds them to act in conjunction with 
England, but England's right to interfere is 
discredited and practically annulh d by the 
developments above alluded to. It is even 
claimed that the Britiah subjects 
under arrest in China were merely 
the agents for a wealthy clique in Hong- 
kong, who profit themselves in inciting tho 
Chinese to civil war. Sensible foreigners at 
Shanghai favor tho stand taken by the 
Chinese Government. One of Shanghai's 
most pronunent foreign merchants is quoted 
as authority for tho Btatcment that the 
missipnarica are altogether too nguressive 
in goitig counter to the traditions and pre- 
judices of the people, and that thereby they 
often provoke hostile domonstrationa of 
violence which are really intended simply 
Ds a protest against the intolerance. 
This is tho view recently urged 
against tlie foreigners of Shongbai, and it 
has met with many favorable responses. A 
dispatch from Shanghai this afternoon states 
that a European refugiee.'.whp has juat 
arrived tfcere from riihnnjrfi"giVM'n -dlffe; cut 
version regarding the riots at lahong and 
other upper towns on the Yong Tse Kiang 
than has heretofore been published. He 
says : " The people along the Yang Tse 
Kiang live mainly by and on the river. 
The special unpopidarity of foreigners in 
that district is undoubtedly due in a great 
measure to the efforts which have 
been made to take wheel steamers 
built in England up tho rapids, and so 
establish safe and easy comninuication with 
the rich provinces that lie behind the 
mountains, through which tho Yang Tao 
p'mra itself in o treiuendous gorge, imme- 
diately above Ishang, At present junks 
are laboriously hauled up the etieam by 
hundreds of Chinaman, who follow one 
another iu single file along the most fnrmid- 
uble ditr paths. The ropes oft-times break. 
Some times the haulers are jerked from 
thiir footing into the gorge bencatk, 
and in either case the junk promptly 
spjeda down stream again until 
it is smashed to pieces on a rock. It ia a 
primitive but ilangerous method of navi- 
gating the chief Uuviul highway of China, 
but ii implied -li great deal «f Ishang labor 
and ia, thtrefirre, popular. An extra cause 
for the pii'sent riots over and above the 
universal Cbinese antipathy for foreigners, 
is fouml in the ellbrts mai4e by Englishmen 
lik-e Mr. Lytllo and otkers lo tame and 
bridla by steam and steel, the famous 
Is&ang gorges of the Yang Tse. Ishang 
is the furthetit - inland treaty port 
ia China. It is cut olf from the 
oute.r world by sonio nine hundred 
miJes of river, and isolated in an enormous 
.iuid genorally unfriendly population. One 
tliin>! is certiiiu, and that is that it will 
liojoino altogether impossible to maintain 
thc-e isolated ports imd generally to pro- 
tect Kui?opeuna in China at any distance 
f I oni the eea, itnless on example is made of 
such Chinamen us atii^sk the lives and pi o- 
'purty (Jf JSunipeans, Tbo essential tiling' is 
to punish the Ghincse of&aials who lonked 
on wJiile Ihe Euiopea-ns wese being mur- 
<dered, beaten and robbed, and who uro sus 
pected-of baiting secret^abettfrd tbeoutragb. 
Pressure is brought to 'bear upon the 
Chinese-Govornn eiit by all tho Powers 
take prompt action in tho matter, and the 
pressure is sui)])oiteil by the presence of the 
f^unlio-it-ii of all the powers in the Yang 
'J'se Kianj;, If ilie ir.ajuriey of the China 
men could have their way, they would ex 
terminate every Kiii'opeaii in (^hiiia to 
uioirow, and ali.-;olulely close their country 
against Euro])ean trade or inlluence of any 
kind. Tl;ey want to live n)).irt from the 
rest of luinii'.nily. But the test of linuianity 
have refuted to let tlieni do it, 
and have been justified in their 
refusal \iy so great a juriai as .Sheriiij;, 
wlioBi! viuw is that every race of men livs 
not only for itself, but for mankind and 
owes soMie'.liiiyj to the eoiniiion Block. H 
altngeti.er refu.ies to admit that any one has 
the right to iiK,M.opoli/.i.i a great portion of 
the (;:u I li'a surfr.ce, to the exclusion of tlie 
rest, and ho insiiita that lOuroiie waa ju.'-ti 
lied in forcing ("liinii to bo its bioilier by 
use of arms. In the long run, tlun, China 
will have to have to give up her isola 
tion and como nearer to the rest of 
tho world, but she will not come 
willingly, and those who observe China 
most closely will he most relieved if the 
next ten years pass by without a fiii-il trial 
of strength between the Orient oiid tho 
Occident. . , 

OnEAT SnOAI.S OF MACICEUET.. 

The great shoals of mackerel which were 
discovered only a few years ago to \ iuit the 
south coast of Ireland, in the autumn, liuve 
again made their ttppearance. Thu dis- 
overy of the shoals was concuirent with an 
unaccountable disappearance of mackerel 
from the coast of North America. In Eng- 
land, people do not like salt mackerel, but 
tho Americans do, and a trade at once sprung 
up between Ireland and Americii. It was 
very profitable for a lime, but it is learned 
that prices will be out down this year. 
Several American companies are engaged in 
curing, and this ihnrket Is not so good as it 



was, beoanse the mackerel are re-appearing 
on the other side of the Atlantic. At tho 
B.dtimore^- Ireland, school of ' fishery, OT«r 
winch Father Davis predides, they lure- ;"Mi^;. ;^ 
curing mackerel for export and hoiae 
sumption.

BEGGLVG FOR BREAD. 

Ulsery aud Diitreis In tlio Czar's Empire— 
OtroBB Appeals for Help— Uaddencd F«o. 
pie Selzi^the .Corn Loaded for Export ' 

NbjJ' yoM, .Sept. 2S.— A St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Recorder writes tliut 
while the horizon of the empire is black 
with war clouds, a more subtle uud peraist- 
ant foe has entered the Czar's kingdom and 
is malcing sad havoc with his people. Fail- 
ure of the crops is every day iacreasing the 
distress of the poorer classes and mauy are 
the harrassiiiR tales which are told of the 
misery they are forced to endure. 

Loeul legishiturca of mere tlian 20 pro- 
vinces have appealed to the relief fund of 
the empire, but tlio unawer has not been 
one to inspire hope. 

Numerous outbreaks liavo occurred in 
several provinces. In the town of Sluivii, 
whioh is tho corn mart of the provinoo of 
Kovno, tlie iimdduned ])rople took puS-ies- 
eion of the railway station, while otliera 
formed tluniiaelves into bands and w<ut out 
on the hif;hways to intercept all carta con- 
taining corn. Tlio police uttempled to 
arrett tho leaders, but tho crowd interfered 
and rescued their companions. Tho nuli- 
tary assisted in restoring order. 

Nearly all provinces have passed through 
a similar experience. 

On AufjHst IS, a town in tho piovinco of 
Vilna was the scene of a wild outburst of 
fury on the part of the people. A crowd, 
headed by a nund)er of Jews, took possea- 
i-ion of a quantity of corn stored at u Ela- 
tion ready for export^ and emptied it into 
the field along the line of the railway. 'The 
crowd watched over tbe precious com- 
modity until night closed upon the scene. 
In this riot, women were. tbe moat active 
participants. 'After the' arrival of the 
police, tho railway ofiicials attempted to 
start the train, but tbe people prostrated 
themselves on tl»e rails, shouting : "We 
would rather die in Siberia than starve 
here." , ' 

In some families in tbo stricken districts 
the scenes witnessed are beyond descrip- 
tion. Troops of peasants wander from vil- 
lage to villajju bcgning piteoubly, and dy- 
ing: "(Jive us bread, bread." Tho appeal 
is always a vain one, for the condition of 
one peasant is no better than that of his 
follow, and applic mt.-t turn away, niuttei - 
i; ; "It ia aiway.s tbe tame — no bread." 
In one of the viHa^fes a few years ii;;o a 
peasant family of 1 'J p' r.ions waa in fairly 
good circumstances, owning several hoi ai s 
and a nuLuber of cows, in addition to a 
large Hock of slieep. Now tliey have but 
cow, all the rest of the stock having 
l)een sold lo enulilo the onco ijroMpciouM 
faru'er to obtain sullicieiit food up m wliicli 
to subsist. 

In the Konstadtnova distrijt peasants 
driven to de8]u ration, burst in the granary 
doors, and the leailer.s of tho raid dosltcorn 
out to the starving people, rich and poor 
receiving share and sliaro alike, 

in tliu (.'aucasus nurttera are even worse, 
and it is no longer safe for a stranger to 
travel its byways and highways, for the 
peasants in their despair attack those who 
pass that way in the hope of securing 
money with which to buy food. 

Many villnges are the si>ene of the 
wildest excitement, and the Czar's ofii- 
cials are said lo have hucomo so terror- 
ized as to have lost onliro control of the 
people. Curses, great and small, are being 
hurled at tho "white czar," witom thuy 
bold responsible as tlie autlior of their 
misery.

Yesterday morninj;, ■ however, Hansen ap- 
peared at the Custom House as the new 
master of the Borealis, andiisked lfor blear-

His intentions were, ao, well known that, 
before he volunteered any ' explanation' .' of 
what he wanted, tho Oolledtor informed 
him that he could give him no clearance for 
sealing in lleliring Sea until the expiration 
of the Modu.i Vircndi. This Hansen de- 
clared ho did not want, so his schooner was 
giren authority to proceed on a. huiiLing and 
fishing voyage to the North Facitic ocean. 

Tho Boreiilis, which is one of the smallest 
schooners in the Victori* fleet, carries on 
this ocoMion twelve men, all told, includ- 
ing six export seal huate,i;s.. She is expected 
to begone about two^tnonths. 

COLLECTUIl MILNE LNVESTIG ATES. 

Tho Enquiry Into tUo Seizure of the Otto 
Oummrnced Teeterday. 

Unlike tho Beliring Sea question itself, 
the caao of the sealing schooner Otto is like- 
ly to be very ajiecdily disposed of. 

Collector A. 11. Milne received a bundle 
of papers in tho matter from Admiral 
Hotham, yesterday, accompanying instruc- 
tions for him to hold an investigation imme- 
diately into tlie alleged irregularities of the 
ship's papers. in coniplianoc with this 
request, the Collector o|icned a court of en- 
quiry, at 3 o'clock, and received the evi- 
dence of the master and others in- 
terested. Tlio taking of ovidcuco was 
not completed when the Court 
adjourned until Momlay, when i' is alto- 
gether probable II.il. S. Nymphe will have 
arrived. 

All tho schooner's papers arc now in the 
hands of the colli ctor, and he pronounces 
them perfectly correct and ctraiglit to all 
appearances. Hy them it is itiacovered that 
the Otto's owner is George J. Troop, of 
Halifax, N.S. , Mr. Waller IJorns being the 
accredited agent at Victoria, B.C. In uddi- 
tion to the original charge in regard to 
irregular papers, the ullegutlon is now 
brought forward that the schooner's master 
was warned before leaving port by 
Commander Turner, of If. M. S. Nymphe, 
not to go to Uehring Sea. This Captain 
Riley "lenies. He says that he had no con- 
versation upon tlie subject with Commander 
Turner, or any other officer of tho fleet. 
Had the warning been given us stated, to 
the knowledge of the Mohican's oflicers, 
sealing men admit that the schooner might, 
with possible legality, have been seized. 
This matter was not . referred to, however, 
by tho Mohican, and her action, which is 
denounced as high-handed and unjustifiable, 
has been already reported, in dispatches to 
both Ottawa and Washington. 

BUCKLEY HAS GUNE EAST. 

UowtbeBriliefy Witk Wblch^They Are Con- 
nected Was SxpqiecL ' 

Charles Buckley and Sam. Ruiney, whom 
the San Francisco grand jury uro so anxious 
to interview, were pasBeiigcrs east by the 
Atlantic express from Vancouver on Thurs- 
day, with tickets in their pockets for 
Montreal. How the bribery witl» which 
they are connected was exposed i 

Raincy was up to two years ago in charge 
of the corpcratioii ya.rd of San Francisco. 
Ife quietly resigned, giving it out that he 
had decided to retire from active life ind 
live in peace on his earnings. Instead he 
was fleeing from the "wrath to come" and 
dug out of 8un Francisco aa fast as he 
could. Nothing can be done to either of 
them, and to the interviewer who ap- 
proaches them they will bo as dumb as 
clams. 

Tho work of the grand jury in San Fran- 
cisco is creating u great seneatiou in that 
city. The whole scheme of bribery was 
brought to the notice of the mibUc in a pe- 
culiar way. One Charles Paylor, an ex- 
sergeant-at-arma of the senate, and late 
member of the third house, sued a clique of 
senators for $6,000, claiming that that 
amount was due him as a share of all the 
bribes retseived by the clique during the 
session. Tho suit was not preesed to a 
finish, but it woke the people of Californht 
up. When the grand ^ury was drawn 
Superior Judge W. T. Wallace took it from 
the hands of the friends of tlie bribers und 
secured a set of reputable men. He gave 
special instructions to the jury to investi- 
gate tho corruption, lioMing tha.t the con- 
spirators who pluiincil within tho city and 
county of San iMuncisco regardlesa of the 
fact that Sucruiiieiito may liavo been the 
scat of opcTiitiniis were triable there. 

The faithful have received u aevero set- 
back in San Franei-co anil many politicians 
of both faiths are (Iruling from tlicciiyto 
avoid arrest anil trial and even testifying 
before the inquiry.

NOT A "SCANDAL." 

Some time ago a paragrapli appeaie<l in 
" Colonies and India" to the effect that the 
Canadian scandals were not confined to 
Ottawa" or the Eastern parts of tlie 
Domiiiiqin, for the Times of Victoria, 
British Columbia, lind aeeu.icd the lion. V. 
G. Vernon, Ceniinistioner of Lands and 
AVoiIia for tint province, of eorrnpticjii, 
^alleging that licliaddiscrimiualedin favor of 
'his friends in tho issuance of Crown Grants. 
Tho paragraph concluded hy intimating 
'that the matter was to be closely investi- 
: gated, The reader was led to infer that 

• tho iiivesliqation was to bo by the Clovein- 
.mont (;r the I'rovincial Lcgi.slatuie and not 
-at tbo iimtunco of the Chief Commissioner 
himself. 

British ColumhIaDs have reason to feel 
ipleased that the member of their Oovern- 
mient whose character was aspersed did not 
wait for an ofliciul enipiiry into tbo way in 
'Which bo conducts the business of bis 
department — that ho did not need to be 
dragged by politicol opponents before a 
parliamentary committee, ' but that 
he took the means open to every 
o'.tizen,' of vindicating his character. 
He voluntarily and with as littlo delay as 
po.isible entereil an actiou for libel against 
his accuser. Tho suit was a civil one. 
Bo fore the Court he mot his accuser on 
terms that were perfectly equal. lie hud 
no politioul' friends there to -vote for hiir. 
through thick and thin, or 'to whitewash 
•him if it should bo proved that he was 
guilty of tho offence laid to his clnrge. Ho 
could expect no fuvor from either tho 
Court or the jury. Mr. Vernon, in 
:atriltiug contrast to the ujen accused of 
lusSiciul wrong-doing in the East, . courted 
enquiry. Ho was not afraid to take his 
case before a non-politieiil tribunal. And 
4he result has proved that ho was fully 
warranted iu pursuing the oourso ho took. 
A. jury of his l ountrynien have decided that 
4 le article accusing him of malfeasance iu 
•.«!noo, of having acted unfairly and oor- 
f^ptly. was a libel, and that he was eu- 
^itlflj to damages for the injury done to hia 

It.ia uot likely that Mr. Vernon cares 



much for the damages, but it is certain that 
ho cures a very great deal for the vindica- 
tion of bis oharucter by tho verdict of the 
jury. And from a public point of view 
and, for tho credit of tho province, it is 
gratifying to Ond that British Columbia is 
free from tbo odium which the corrupt acts 
of public men iu other provinces have 
brought upon the Dominion, ^ ; <\ 

"Colonies and India" will see now that the 
c n uption, whicli appears to be so prevalent 
ill Ottawa, has not extended to tho Pacific 
Province, and if its editor reads the report 
of tho trial, ho will lind that tho land 
which Mr. Vernon ia accused of having 
sold oyer the heads of persona who claim to 
have taken the proper stops to secure it by 
puruhasc, was not sold at all, but still bo- 
longs to the people of the province, who 
are now in a position to benefit by any en- 
hancement of its value that may be caused 
by the construction of railways or by other 
improvements. 

We do net wish to say a single word to 
irritate or annoy our evening contemporary, 
but we think that we can with propiiety 
just hint that if its criticisms ou the way 
in which the business of llio Luiul Otiiee is 
done were couched in moro temperate lan- 
guage and were less offensively personal in 
their nature, they would have been just us 
oireotivo as tlloy were, and if tiiey were 
made the ground of a'l actiou for libel, 
which is not likely, tbo jury would have 
looked upon tlieni in a very dilVerent light 
than they did upon its article on " Vaeil 
lating Vernon." 



PREACHERS AND PREACHING. 

The Rev. .Tohn MoNeil, one of the most 
populurof the pulpit orators of Groat Bri- 
tain, has been preaching to immenso audi- 
ences in Montreal and Toronto. Attracted 
by bis fame as a preacher, thousands of ail 
denominations went to hear him, and from 
all that we can learn, the great majority of 
them wore not disappointed. They pro- 
nounced him a great preacher, and one of 
the best signs that they were sincere was 
that they did not consider his very long 
sermons too locg. 

Among others the Presbyterian clergymen 
of Toronto were pleased wiih Mr. McNeill and 
were edified by his preaching. They observ- 
ed, too, its. effepb on his hearers of all classes. 
Wishing, if possible, to learn the secret of 
his success they invited him to address them 
on the subject of preacl ii g. Ho complied 
with their request, and met them in the 
Board Room of the Presbyterian deootnin- 
ation. The room was crowded with preach- 
ers who were most desirous to get instruc- 
tion on the art and liiystery of preaching. 
Mr. McNeil gave them this advice : (1.) Be 
sympathetic, and enter into the feelings and 
point of viciV of your audience. (2.) 
Abandon the conventionalities of the pulpit. 
(.1.) Preach e\temporanenusly. In short, 
be told the clergymen that if they wanted to 
preach effectively, to convince and persuade 
their hearers, they must bonatural. Thiswas 
excellent advice, but how many of his 
hearers were in a position to profit by it? 
They had nearly ail acquired an artificial 
mmuer, and most of them spoko a language 
in the pulpit which tho audiences. neyer 
hear anywhere . else. Besides, a few of 
tlicm have formed false ideas of what con- 
stitutes excellence in preaching, and others 
feel that theiu is a dignity of the pulpit 
which mn.st be maintaineil ut all ri.'^ks and 
at any cost. Tho whole iducation of the 
a vcra(;e preacher is unfavorable, to his be- 
coming a good talker to the people. 
■ Mi;. McNeil enjoyed great advantages in 
Ihis' respect. He was, until long after ho 
reached manhood, cno of the common 
people. We have read somewhere that he 
occupied the position of a railway porter 
for many years. Having an active mind 
and being of a sympathetic nature-he, no 
doubt, talked freely with those with whom 
ho associated. Ho studitd tbo peop'o, he 
learned their lanyuage, he knew all about 
their peculiarities ami their prejuilieis, 
their enjiyments and their troubles, their 
virtues and their failings. lie found out, too, 
what tliey knew, what they did not know 
and what tboy wanted to know. When be 
became a preacher be under.stood the 
niiittriiil he hud to work upon. lie was in 
full fym])atby with at bast iiine-t( iiths of 
bin heaierg. He wua in earnest. He 
earnestly desired to do tbom goad, and the 
consequence was that "tho common people 
beard him gladly." 

The railway station and its surroundings 
were to liini an excellent college. Ho there 
had o|)pnrtunitieH of studying human na- 
ture whieb are enjoyed hy but very few 
educated men so-called. It will be ob- 
served that most of the successful preachers 
of our day care very little about the dignity 
of the pulpit, or even its proprieties. Spur- 
coon shocked tho staid, respectublo clergy- 
men of all deiiniiiinationa by bis eccentrici- 
ties. Heiirj Ward lieeclier was far from 
being clerical, cither iu bis appearance or 
in bis style of preaching. Moody is a suc- 
cessful preacher, in spite of vary many of 
what appears to most people great disad- 
vantages. But he is sympathetic; he docs 
not observe the conventionalities of tho pul- 
I)it, and ho preaches extemporaneously, 
llu attracts tho people, and wherever he 
goes they crowd to hear him. 

Is it poesible that all divinity ' Btadents 
should take a course of railway station or 
workshop? Wo f(!ar not, but it is possible 
that nam, who.io businciis it is to teach mm, 
should try to get sonio knowledge of liuinan 
natlU'O. They should be afbinled oppor- 
tunities of mixing with men of all clueses, 
freely and on perfectly equal terms, and 
they should not bo encouraged to consider 
tlienisolves members of a custe, which is 
above and in almost every respect different 
from other sorts and conditions of men. 

Preacliera should learn mid ehould culti- 
vate the language of tbo street, and the 
market and tho stump. Wo du not say 
that they should be vulgar. Far from it. 
But th^re is a simplioity and a direct- 



ness of speech that is very fnr indeed 
removed from vulgarity. Tho New 
Testament is simple, .but it. is not 
vulgar, and it is popular too, very 
greatly, if not chiefly by reason of its sim- 
plicity. Tho Pilgrim'a Progress is simple 
in its style, but there ii no vulgarity about 
it. People like to be talked to in simple 
language, such as they hour at home. They 
are not edified by sermons that pass over 
their heads— sermons clothed in a language 
that they are unaccustonied.to, and reasoned 
out in a way that is not suited to their 
modes of thought. Men who are really well 
educated know that a simple style is not 
an easy style to write or to -apeak.7.. If any 
one who thinks it is, let him try t6 write on 
a difficult subject in a plain way and in 
language that all can understand, and be 
will liiul that be has given biinself a task of 
great difliculty. 

If men, whoso duty it is to preach to the 
people, took Mr. McNeil's advice and 
followed his cxariiplo closely — studied 
human nature mors and beoks not Ics?. — 
the common people would bear tlieiii very 
gladly, and there would not be so many 
empty pows.

' PAYlNe^FOR UHINA WOTS. 

SiuM Offered the Treaty Fowen for Iiom of 
Iilfe'and Property In Sereral flacei 
—Several Plotters Arrested. 

LoNDO.v, September 2."), — Following is a 
auminury of the of&ciul cablegram received 
from Peking oa Monday and banded to the 
foreign office on Tuesday : 

Specific sums of money are offered to the 
treaty powers to compensate foi- the loss of 
life and property at Wuhu, Wuzuch, Tan 
Yang, Woo Sow, and ctlier places where 
the riots occurred. A few leaders of the 
riots have been executed and 21 bunisbed 
and five mandLirina have been adjudged 
culpably remiss in having failed In dealing 
effectively and taking adequate measnres 
to preserve order. "They have been reported 
to the throne for punishment. 

The imperial government, recognizing its 
entire responsibility for the preservation of 
order and for tho protection of missionaries 
in the interior, has ordered the viceroys of 
Chili and Nahking to dispatch the northern 
and southern squadrons of the Chinese fleet 
to patrol the Tung Tscand afford protection 
whenever the life and property of Kuro- 
peana are still apparently in danger. 

The o.xaniimition nni<le last ir.ontli nt 
Nanking, Woudrang, Nunchang, Haiigeliow 
and ImjocIiow, ended without tlie discords 
often attendant upon the assembling of iso 
many tbousiinds of student?, tho usual num- 
ber at ManUing being 20,000, and scarcely 
fewer at the other places mentioned. 

Nothing is known respecting tlie reports 
cabled to iOurope of an attempt to seize the 
arsenal at l'"oo Chow, but undoubted evi- 
dence of the activity of secret EOjieLies has 
been o'olaiiH il in olhor (|iiui tcr.-*. 

Thirty liveca.Hea of foreign rifles consigned 
to a IJrilish subject employed in the (jliiiiese 
imperial custoni-s service ut CliinUcar have 
lieun !iei/.P(l by ciiatnm.s oliicera at Shanghai. 
The ciDHigiRC Wiis iirrcated ana sent to 
iSlian({bai to bo dealth witli by the British 
authorities. Tho sumc n.an wus found to 
be in possession of u <iuantity of dynumite, 
■whiuh be confesjcd wus intended for the 
use of the secret aociety at (jhiiikear. The 
Jirnia came from Hongkong. 

Another British .subject and six other 
foreigiiera of doiihtful nationility, residents 
of .Shanghai,' were found to be implicated in 
this transaction, which Hurt, the inspector 
general uf the Chinese" customs, and the 
<joii8ul generals of Shanghai and Chiukcar 
aro ill vcstigii ting. The Imperial Govern- 
ment reports that it lias no doubt of its 
untire coniiietuney to preserve order.

Sauatooa, N. Y., Sept. 25.— Rev. S. 1). 
Burchanl died at 4 p.m. 

Samuel Dickinson 15urclinrd was born in 
Steuben, N. V., Sept. '5, \HV2. Uo gradu- 
iited lit Danville in 18.'J(J, and ttt once begun 
t/O lecture on tcinperanca. He gained notor- 
iety as a voliintoor nurse during the cholera 
t;|tidouilc in Kentucky in 1837. It was his 



fate, near the close of the presidential can- 
vass of 1884, to raise himself, by tho utter- 
ance of a brief alliterative sentence, into 
politiciil notoriety. In concluding a speech 
before some (iOO clergymen, ho stigmatized 
tho Democrats as the party of "Rum, Roin- 
anisni and Rebellion."

A s'EGONb BALMAU£DA^ 

Governor of BrlUsb'HondBrM BnnilQoTein- 
men t and Gets Into Trouble. 

I^^Panama, Sept. 20.— The Star and Herald 
pn^IiahSs the following account of the diffi- 
culty at.Belive, British Honduras, between 
the administration and the legislature. 
After a protraoled struggle Uetween the 
governnicnt ahd the popular . element of the 
legislature, not unlike that of tho Raima- 
ceduu cougrees, the repref entatives vacated 
their seats in a body. The governor, in no 
way disconcerted, promptly appointed in 
their places certain oUicials whom be 
designated "unolBoial'y" members, inos- 
tuucn as thoy did not occupy their seats 
ex-ofHcio, There was at that time (Febru- 
ary last) no one to gainsay him, and from 
February to July the colony was practically 
run under a Balnuidedun form of giivernmenl. 
Action wus laid in .Inly against the collector 
of customs to recover alleged illegal exacted 
duties on the ground that the colony pos- 
sespcd no constitutional legislature, either 
at the present time or when the now tariflf 
was voted. Tho government went into 
court and defindcvl itself. Chief Justice 
Anderson was in a (junndary for precedents, 
but finally gave judgment for phiintifTs, 
thereby over-ruling the legislature and an- 
nuling all laws piuiscd since F ebruary. Tho 
government has appealed to the privy 
council of the empire. 

: A PLAT CONTRADICTION. 

To trip'- Editok — The Nanalmo Free 
Press pf ;th6 25th contuins a columnof 
senseless iscurrilty, the object of which is to 
lead the jABlio to believe that the President 
of the 'E. & N. Railway has issued orders 
to the officers of the steamer Isabel nbt to 
furnish the slightest information to the re- 
porter of that paper. This is not true. 
No such order has been civen to any one on 
hoard tho boat. Until lately tho Free 
Press reporter has had all the information 
that we could give him and were it not for 
his own imp'.rlinence we would have con- 
tinued to do so. If that young imin is not 
now as courteously treated by the officers 
of the boat iia he could wish, tho fault is liis 
own. I and others were always only too 
well plenacd to give the Press reporter such 
infornuition as he asked for, but we do not 
care to put up with insolence in return for 
civility and kindness.

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A TALE OF HEROISM. 



yS'ather Xavler, a Franciscan Mouk, 
Saves Many Lives Durlug 
tLe Spaiiiah Floods. 



His Heroic Deeds the Talk ot Every- 
' ooe^ia ToIedOT-A Hight • 
of Peru. 



Madkid, Sept. 25.— In contraist to the 
' itumerous inatances of cowardio^ and panic 
. among layman dnrtng the terrible floods 

•>vhioli recently dovoatated a portion ot iiie 
fttir province of Tolido, tlie conduct of 
jnany of llie i)riest8 was conspicuous for 
bravery and devotion to duty, and the name 
that sliiaes bright above all others in this 
nobis work is that of a humble Fraociacaii 
.monk of Conauegra, Father Xav-iur. 
Wherover the reporters, whose duty jb was 
' to re(»rd the -horrors of the disaater, moved, 
they heurd tales of the heroism and matoh- 
k'sa energy of Father Xavier, whose praises 
veie in the mouths of all the 
people. There is no exaggeration 
iu sayipg that this brave man 
saved scores of lives by his iudi- 
viduul elTorta on the night of the calamity. 
That ho eBcape<l himaelt is marvoUovs, us 
no risic was too great for him to dare, in 
tlie hope of siiviiiff the life of some unfortu- 
imte wrotul) boriiu towards death by the 
reatleas deluge. Your correspondent, to- 
day, Bought uut tliis hero, and found liini so 
modest, mid dillideut tliat il Wiia wilh diffi- 
cully that luiy reference to his deeds during 
tlio tiiiit'of peril could be uxtracleil from his 
lips, riiiidly he was induood to ileuerihe 
some of the frightful scenes he liud 
witnessed, iind in which lie liud taken un 
active part. After mentioning some of the 
rescues which, under the presence of God, 
ho luid been instrumeutiil in eirectiut;, the 
monk related n thrilling story of one par- 
ticular case, which hiid iinpreased him more 
.strongly than any others. He hud already 
liclped a number of helpless people to 
places of safely, and was clinging in almost 
an exhausted condition to some floating 
beams, when he thought he heard above the 
noise of the rushing flood the voice of u 
woman invoking tlie aid of the Virgin. 
The night was densely dark, and 
the thunder and lightning were almost con- 
tinuous, and rain poured down iu torrents. 
Praying to (iod for help. Father Xavier set 
out to swim in the direction of the cry he 
had heard. Trees and logs, hurried down 
hy the current, struck and bruised his bodj', 
and debris of all l<iiid3 burred his progress, 
but the hope ot saving a life gave him fresh 
strcn>!lh, and, prayiug for streugtli, ho cou- 
'tiaued on. At last liis perseverance was 
rewarded, and he readied a balcony, where 
the VOmBO was clinging to an iron railing, 
bearing on her shoulder.? a girl of twelve 
who was uucoiiscioua and half drowned. 
•The mother, thus clasping her child, had 
been swept by the Hood against the balcony, 
itnd had clung there in the face of the rising 
waters, which mast iiave boo|x overcome 
tbein. ' The first impulse of th^ priest was 
to seize both and endeavor to bear them to 
a place of Bafcty, hut the mother cried : 
"Take my daughter first," "God helping 
me,", responded the brave priest, •'I'll taito 
you both." "It's impossible," calmly re. 
plied the mother. "I beseech ^oa to save 
iny child. I will pray for yon in Heaven. 
God's will be done. " Finding further urg- 
ing useless, the monk took the child 
upon liis shoulders, promising the mother 
that after bearing her to some secure rest- 
ing place, he would return. As he struggled 
tluough the seething flood ho realized that 
the mother's instincts had been'^triier, ' and 
that it would liave meant denth to all three 
if she hud yielded to his entreaties to trust 
herself with him. With the comparatively 
light burden of tlie oliild alone, it; was a 
fearful task to make headway against the 
torrent. Ofveti they were entangled in 
branches of trees or were struck 
by floating Avreckage, but after 
many hairbreadth escapes, the current cur- 
ried them upou the shore. After a moment's 
rest the prieat set ahoat reviving the child, 
and having doue so he left, exacting a pro- 
mise that she would remain on t^lie spot 
until he should return with her mother. 
Another perilmis voyage through the flood 
brought him liaok to the balcony whence 
he hud rescued the little one, but the heroic 
mother was now still in death. Her anna, 
rigid in dealh, clung to the railing. Ho])i)ig 
that it might be possible to resuscitate tier, 
the priest took the body on his back 
and once more braved the Hood. 
The spot where he had left the diild was 
reached after ir.auy difficulties, but the girl, 
probably too dazed to heed his injunction, 
liad vanished. Turning his attention to the 
mother he found that she was beyond hope. 
The body was quite cold, and it was likely 
that she had died a few nmments afte 
parting with her d;uij:hcer. 1'he priest rev 
ereatly composed the Ijody, and louviiig it 
where it would not be ilisturhed by the 
waters, he returned to the task of aiding 
other unfortunates. It was by such deeds 
that Father Xavier became the hero of the 
great flood, the sainted in the hearts of the 
people of the stricken district.

Henderson, yester- 
day, uiul told his story. It was so si range 
that the chief sot him down a.s a crank. 
The inan was so curliest, however, that the 
chief ordered him locked up, and sent n 
to'ogram to Cciitralia, 111, , where the niur- 
>ier was duiio. 'I'liia morning the answer 
came from tlio shorilf, " Hold the 
man." The story of the murder 



is a strange one. IJrown, who was tramp- 
ing, went into a box car to sleep. He 
stumbled over a man in the dark, and a 
fight ensued, lirown hit his assailant a 
death blow with a coupling pin aud fled. 
Shortlj' afterwards another tramp named 
Gray cume along and wnnt to sleep in the 
sumo car, not knowing tliAt he had a dead 
man for a cnnipunioii. The nest morning 
he arose und found that his arm Inid luin in 
a pool of blood. That sleeve caused his 
arrest and eonvictioQ.

NELSON NEWS NOTES. 

(From the Minor.) 

C. C. Sproule returned to Nelson on 
Thursday from Goat river, where he has 
been for a month past. He says that 60 
locations at least have been made in the 
Goat river and Duck creek camps, and that 
a number of claim owners will remain and 
work all winter. 

A number of the shareholders of the com 
puny that owns the Grizzly Bear are ex 
pected to arrive at Nelson on Tuesday next 
to take a look at that property. The tun- 
nel is in between 70 und 80 feet. The old 
shaft is also being bailed out — about ;iO feet 
of seepage water standing in it when the 
work was commenced. 

The crosscut tunnel on the Dandy was 
advanced 15 feet this week, and the boys 
who have the contract for running it expect 
to send it in 20 feet next week. Within 
six weeks it should reach the main ledge, 
at a depth of 125 feet from the surface. 
The lower tunnel is now on the main vein, 
and good headway is being made. The 
grade of the ore is also improving. 

Jumea Fox came in from the lower 
country this week. He said that he had 
been on n prospecting trip on Deep creek, a 
stream that flows into th« Pend d'Orielle on 
tills side of the boundary lino. A. H. 
Kelly and lliomas Mc.-Vuloy were with him.
